RULES OF THE SENATE. 
SEVENTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


RULE I. 

Hours of Meeting.—The hours of meeting of the Senate shall be ten (10) 
o'clock A. M. and two (2) o’clock P. Bs unless er ae specially ordered 
by vote of the Senate. 

RULE II. 

Call of Senate——The President shall call the Senate to order at the 
stated hour, and after roll call and prayer by the Chaplain the Journal of 
the preceding day shall be read, corrected and approved. 





RULH II. 


President Pro Tem.—The President pro tem. shall, in the absence of the 
President, take the chair and call the Senate to order at the hours of the 
meetings of the Senate, and ‘have the same power as the President, but 
the President pro tem. shall vote only as (any) other member of the Senate. 
When the Senate is equally divided the Secretary shall take the decision of - 
the President. 
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RULE IV. ; 

Absentees.—No Senator shall absent himself from the service of the 
Senate without leave first obtained. A less number than a quorum of the 
Senate are hereby authorized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any other 
person for any or all absent Senators, as the majority of such Senators 
present shall agree, at the expense of such absent Senators, respectfully (re- 
spectively), unless such excuse for non-attendance shall be made as the 
Senate, when a quorum is convened, shall judge sufficient; and this rule 
shall apply as well to the first meeting of the Senate, at the legal time of 
meeting, as to each day of the session after the hour has arrived to which 
the Senate stood adjourned. . 

The President, or acting President, of the Senate, or if less than a 
quorum thereof, shall have the power to issue process, directed to the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, or any other person, to compel the attendance of Senators 
absent without leave. Any Senator who shall refuse to obey such pro- 
cess, unless sick and unable to attend, shall be deemed guilty of a contempt 
of the Senate, and the Sergeant-at-Arms, or other person to whom such 
process may be directed, shall have the power to use such force as may be 
necessary to compel the attendance of such absent Senator, and for this 
purpose he may command the assistance of any and all Peace Officers of 
the County, or of any County in the State. ; 





RULE V. 

Order of Business.—After the reading and approving of the Journal the 
Order of Business shall be as follows: 
Presentation of Petitions. 
Reports of Standing Committees. 
Reports ef Select Committees. 
Messages from the Governor. 
Messages from the House of Representatives. 
Introduction of Bills. 
First Reading of Bills. 
Second Reading of Bills. 
Motions, Resolutions and Notices. 

10. Business on the General File and Third Reading of Bills. 

11. Unfinished Business of the Preceding Day. 

12. Special Orders of the Day. 

18. Reports of the Committees on Hnrollment and HEngrossment shall 
at all times be in order. 

Provided, That messages from the Governor, State Officers, and from 
the House of Representatives, may, on motion from any Senator, be con- 
sidered at any time. 
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RULE. VI. 


Introduction of Bills.—All bills, resolutions, reports and papers, when 
introduced, shall be endorsed with the name of the Senator or committee 
presenting the same to the Senate. Every bill shall be introduced by a 
Senator after a notice given, or by an order of the Senate, or on the report 
of a committee, and one day’s notice at least must be given of the intro- 
duction of a bill, unless two-thirds of the members present shall vote to 
dispense with such notice; provided, that where a bill is introduced by a 
committee no such niotice shall be required. 





RULE VII. 

Three Readings of Bills—Every bill, memorial or joint resolution re- 
quiring the signature of the Governor shall receive three several readings 
previous to its passage, and the President shall give notice at each read- 
ing whether it be the first, second or third reading. But no such bill, mem- 
orial or joint resolution shall receive a second and third reading on the 
same day. 
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RULE VIII. 

‘Commitments.—No bill or Joint resolution shall be committed or amended 
until it has been twice read. If objections are raised to the bill on its 
first reading, the question shall be, “Shall the bill be rejected?’ If no ob- 
jection be made, or the question to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its 
second reading without further question. 


RUDELY 
Bill or Memorial Requiring Three Readings.—On the second reading, 
every bill or memorial requiring three readings, shall be referred to the ap- 
propriate standing committee, which shall be announced by the President, 
unless the Senate, on motion, make a different order in relation thereto; 
and the Secretary of the Senate shall take a dated receipt of the chair- 
man of each committee, for all bills delivered to such committee. 


RULE X. 

Printing of Bills and Papers.—Three hundred copies of every bill, mem- 
orial and joint resolution requiring three readings shall be printed after 
the second reading and report thereof from the appropriate committee, in 
case such committee, or a minority thereof, shall recommend the passage 
of the same. And in any event the Senate may order the printing of any 
bill, memorial or joint resolution. And all bills, memorials or joint resolu- 
tions that shall be printed must be returned by the Printing Committee 
within three days unless further time is granted by order of the Senate 
and T. F. Courtney, Chairman of the Committee, and shall remain at least 
one day on the files after being printed before being considered. Provided, 
that under no circumstances shall the original bill be placed in the hands 
of the printer, but a true copy thereof shall be made under the direction of 
the Printing Comittee, and forthwith by that committee delivered to the 
printer. 





RULE XI. 

Bills to Be Read Twice at Length.—The first and third reading of every 
bill, resolution or memorial shall be at length, unless the Senate by a two- 
thirds vote shall dispense with one reading at length; and in no case of bills 
appropriating money shall the requirement of two readings at length be 
dispensed with without the unaninious consent of the Senators present. 

The second: reading of every bill, resolution or memorial shall be by 
its title. 

RULE XII. 

Pngrossment of Bills—The final question upon the second reading of 
every bill or other paper, originating in the Senate, and requiring three 
readings previous to being passed shall be, ‘Shall it be engrossed and read a 
third time?’ And upon every such bill originating in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, “Shall it be ordered to a third reading?’ And no amendments 
shill be received for discussion af the third reading of any bill, but it shali 
at all times be in order before the final passage of such bill, to move its 
recommitment under special instructions. 


RULE XIII. 

Question on Passage of Bills —Upon a third reading of a Senate bill, the 
question shall be stated thus: ‘This bill having been read three several 
times, the question is, “Shall the bill pass?’ Upon the third reading of 
the House bills the question shall be stated thus: “This bill having been 
read three several times, the question is, ‘Shall the bill be concurred ini? ” 





RULE XIV. 
Bills, Amendments and Resolutions Engrossed.—All bills, amendments 
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and resolutions, after being engrossed, in pursuance of the order of the 
Senate, shall be carefully examined, compared and reported back by the 
Committee on Engrossed Bills, the engrossed copy to be transmitted to 
the House of Representatives, with the proper endorsements, and the or- 
iginal retained by the Senate. 


RULE XV. 


General File.—All bills having received two readings ‘and reported back 
by a committee shall constitute the General File. Bills in the General 
File shall be arranged therein by the Secretary in the order in which they 
are reported, or referred thereto as aforesaid, and shall be considered in 
the same order, unless the senate shall direct otherwise. 


RULH XVL 
Bill or Resolution Open to Amendmient.—Substitutes may be offered at 
any time when a bill: or resolution is open to amiendment previous to en- 
grossment, and when adopted shall take the place of the original bill or 
resolution, and shall be open to amendment. 


RULE XVII. 
Motion or Proposition on Subject Different—No motion or proposition 
on a subject different from that under consideration shall be admitted un- 
der color of amendment or substitute. 


RULE XVIII. 
Largest Sum and Longest Time.—In filling up blanks the largest sum 
or number and the longest time shall be put first. 


RULE XIX. 


Amendment to Constitution or Bill—When an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, or any hill requiring the concurrence of two-thirds of the Senators, 
is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds shall not be required 
to decide any question for amendment, or extending to the merits, being 
short of the finai question. 


RULE XX. 
Standing Committees: ; 
1. Agriculture and Manufactures, to consist of 5 members. 
2. Mileage, to consist of 83 members. 
3. Corperations, other than Municipal, to consist of 7 members. 
4. Counties, Towns and Municipal Corporations, to consist of 7 members. 
5. Education, to consist of 5 members. 
6. Hngrossed Bills, to consist of 3 members. 
7. Enrolled Bills, to consist of 3 members. 
8. Hederal relations, to consist of 5 members. 
9. Finance and Claims, to consist of 7 members. 
10. Judiciary, to consist of 5 members. 
11. Military Affairs, to consist of 5 members. 
12. Mines and Mining, to consist of 5 members. 
13. Public Buildings, to consist of 7 members. 
14. Public Lands, to cousist of 5 members. 
15. Public Morals, to consist of 3 members. 
16. ‘Printing, to consist of 8 members. , 
17. Roads, Highways and Bridges, to consist of 5 members. 
18. Libraries, to consist of 83 members. ‘ 
19. Irrigation and Water Rights, to consist of 7 members. 
20. Fish and Game, to consist of 3 members. 
21. Elections and Privileges, to consist of 5 members. 
22. Labor and Capital, to consist of 5 members. 
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23. Stockgrowing and Grazing, to consist of 5 members. 

24. Immigration, to consist of 5 members. 

25. Apportionment and Representation, to consist of 5 members. 
26. Rules, to consist of 838 members. 


RULE XXII. 

Committees of the Senate.—All committees of the Senate, special and 
standing, and all joint committees on the part thereof, shall be appointed 
by the President, unless otiterwise specially ordered, and a majority of the 
Senate may at any time change the membership of any committee by giv- 
ing one day’s notice thereof. 

RULE XXII. 

No Committee Shall Hilect Clerk.—No committee, standing or special, 

shall elect a clerk without first obtaining the consent of the Senate. 
RULE XXIII. 

Order to Refer.—When a resolution shall be offered or a motion made 
to refer any subject, and different commitees shall be proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order: 

1st. The Committee ot the Whole Senate. 

2nd. A Standing Comittee. 

3rd. A Select Committee. 


RULE. XXIV. 

Order of Precedence.—When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but the following privileged questions, which shall have pre- 
cedence in the following order 
To adjourn. 

For a call of the Senate. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a certain day. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

. To postpone indefinitely; provided, that a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table, if carried, shall not take with it the original motion. 
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RULE XXV. 

Debatable Miotions.—-No motion shall be debated until the same be sec- 
onded and distinctly announced by the President; and it shall be re- 
duced to writing if desired by the President or any Senator, and read by 
the Secretary before the same shall be debated. A motion may be with- 
drawn at any ‘time before amendment. 


RULE XXVI. 

When a Reading of a Paper is Called For.—When the reading of a paper 
is called for (except petitions), and the same is objected to by any Senator, 
it shall be determined by a vote of the Senate, without debate. But this 
rule is not applicable to any bill, resolution, amendment, or other proposi- 
tion which may be at the time directly under consideration. 





RULE XXVII. 

When a Senator Shall Speak.—Hvery Senator when he speaks, shall, 
standing in his place, address the President, and when he has finished he 
shall sit down. No Senator shall speak more than twice in any one debate 
on the same day and at the same stage of the bill, without. leave; and Sen- 
ators who have once spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor (except 
for explanation) to the exclusion of another who has not spoken. 
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. RULE XXVIII. 

Who Shall Speak.—When two or more Senators shall rise at once, the 
President shall name the Senator who is to speak first. 

. RULE XXI1X. 

When Called to Order.—When a Senator shall be called to order he shall 
sit down until the President shall have determined whether he is in order 
or not; and every question of order shall be decided by ‘the President, 
subject to an appeal to the Senate by any Senator. If the Senator be 
called to order for a word spoken, the exceptional language shall imme- 
diately be taken down in writing. 





RULE XXX. 

Previous question.—The previous question shall be in this form: ‘Shall 
the main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when demanded 
by a majority of the Senators present upon division, and its effect shall 
betoputanend to all debate and bring the Senate to a direct vote upon amend- ~ 
ments reported by a committee, if any, upon pending amendments and 
then upon the main question. On a motion for the previous question and prior 
to the seconding of the same, a call of ‘the Senate shall be in order; but after 
a ‘majority of the Senators have seconded such motion, no call shall be in 
order prior to the decision of the main question. If the previous question is 
negatived, the Senate shall proceed in the same manner as if the motion 
had not been made. 





RULE XXXII. 

No Debate on Motion for Previous Question.—On ‘a motion for the 
previous question, and under the previous question, there shall be no de- 
bate. And all incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made 
for the previous question (or while acting under the previous question), 
shall be decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 


RULE XXXII. 


When Ayes and Noes Called For.—When the ayes and noes shall be 
called for by two members present, every member within the bar of the 
Senate at the time the question was put shall declare openly and without 
debate his assent or dissent to the question. In taking the ayes and noes, 
and upon the call of the Senate, the names of the Senators shall be taken 
alphabetically. When the ayes and noes shall be taken upon any ques- 
tion, in pursuance of this rule, no Senator shall be permitted, upon (under) 
any circumstances whatever to vote after the decision is announecd from 
the chair. 





RULE XXXIII. 


Senator Absent Without Bar of Senate—Whenever any Senator is ab- 
sent without the bar of the Senate when his name is called on the eall 
of ayes and noes on any vote about to be taken, his vote shall not be re- 
ceived unless unanimously agreed to by the Senators present; nor shall a 
Senator be counted, on a division of a vote, who is absent without the bar 
of the Senate without leave. 


RULE XXXIV. 


Motion to Reconsider.—On the same day on which a final vote on any 
bill or resolution has been taken, said vote may be reconsidered on the mo- 
tion of any Senator; Provided, notice of intention to move such reconsider- 
ation shall have been given on the day on which such final vote was taken 
by a Senator voting with the majority; said motion to reconsider shall 
have precedence over every other motion except a motion to adjourn. 
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RULE XXXV. 

No Report to be Made to the House.—If a Senator gives notice that he 
intends to move a reconsideration, the Secretary shall not report ‘the bill or 
resolution to the House of Representatives until the resolution to reconsider 
is disposed of. 





RULE XXXVI. 
Titles of Bills to Be Inserted in Journal.—The titles of bills, and such 


parts thereof only as shall be affected by the proposed amendments, shall be 
inserted in the journal. 





RULE XXXVII. 

Proceedings of Senate to Be Entered in Journal.—The proceedings of 
the Senate, when not acting as a Committee of the Whole, shall be entered 
on the journal as concisely as possible, care being taken to record a true 
and accurate account of the proceedings; but every vote of the Senate shall 
be entered on the journal, and a brief statement of the contents of each 
petition, memorial or paper presented to the Senate shall also be inserted 
in the journal. 


RULH XXXVIII. # 

Rules of the Senate in Committee of the Whole.—The Rules of the 

Senate shall be observed in the Committee of the Whole, so far as possible 

(applicable), except limiting the number of times of speaking, and except 
that the ayes and noes shall not be taken. 


RULE XXXIX. 
Cushing’s Law and Practice.—In all cases not provided for in these 
rules, the Senate shall be governed by the law .and practice as laid down 
in Cushing’s Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies. 





RULE XL. 


Rules, When Oan Be Changed.—No standing rule or order of the Senate 
shall be rescinded or changed without the concurrence of a majority of the 
Senate and one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, which 
motion shall embrace the proposed amendment; but a rule or order may 
be suspended temporarily by a vote of two-thirds of the Senators present, 
except rules or orders relating to the final passage of bills. 

All proposed amendments on any proposed new rules shall be referred 
to the Committee on Rules without debate. 





Rooms, Passages and Buildings of Senate Under Control of President.— 
The rooms, passages and buildings set apart for ‘the use of the Senate shall 
be under the control and direction of the President of the Senate, and he 
shall have the control and direction of the journals, papers and bills of 
the Senate; he shail see that all the officers of the Senate perform their 
respective duties, and may assign places to reporters. 


RULE XLII. 

Disturbance or Disorderly Conduct in Lobbies.—In case of a disturbance 
or disorderly conduct in the lobbies, the President (or chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole Senate), shall have the power to order the same 
to be cleared. 





RULE XLII. 


President’s Right to Name Senator to the Chair.—The President shall 
have the right to name any Senator to perform the duties of the Chair, 
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who is hereby vested duri ng such time with all the powers of the Pres- 
ident; but such Senator shall not lose the right of voting on any question 
while so presiding. . 


RULE XLIV. 
Messengers Introduced.—Messengers may be introduced in any stage 
of business, except while a question is being put, where the ayes and noes 
are being called, or while the ballots are being counted. 


RULE XLV. 

Duty of Doorkeeper, Sergeant-at-Arms, and Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms 
in Preserving Order.—It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to prohibit all 
persons, except Senators, ex-Senators, members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, State officers, officers of the two Houses, and such reporters as 
may have seats assigned them by the President, from coming within the 
bar of the Senate, unless invited by the President or a Senator; and it shall 
be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms, or the Assistant Sergeant-ait-Arms, 
to arrest for contempt all persons outside the bar or in the gallery, found 
engaged in loud conversation, or otherwise making a noise to the disturb- 
ance of the Senate. 


RULE XLVI. 
Noninations From the Governor.—When nominations shall be sent by 
the Governor to the Senate for their confirmation, the same shall be, unless 
the Senate shall by a majority vote otherwise direct, acted upon at once. 








RULE XUVII. 

Secret Session.—On a motion made and seconded to close the doors of the 
Senate on the discussion of any business, which may in the opinion of the 
Senate require secrecy, the President shall require all persons, except the 
members, and Secretary of the Senate, to withdraw, and during the dis- 
cussion of said motion the doors shall remain closed; and every member 
and officer of the Senate shall keep secret all such matters, proceedings and 
things, whereof secrecy shall be enjoined by order of the Senate. 





RULE XLVIII. 

Engrossing and Enrolling Bills.—All bills ordered engrossed shall be 
delivered to the Chairman of the Engrossing Committee by the Secretary 
of the Senate, and his dated receipt taken therefor, and he ghall deliver the 
same to the engrossing clerk, and take his dated receipt therefor, and ‘all 
said bills shall be engrossed in the order of their receipt by said engrossing 
clerk; and all Senate bills shall, after their final passage by and receipt 
from the House, be delivered to the Chairman of the Enrolling Committee 
by the Secretary of the Senate in the order of their receipt from the House 
of Representatives, and the dated receipt of the Chairman of said Enroll- 
ing Committee taken therefor, and said chairman shall deliver said bills 
to the enrolling clerk, and take his dated receipt therefor; said bills shill 
be enrolled by the enrolling clerk in the order of their receipt from the 
chairman of the Enrolling Committee. 





RULE XLIX. 
Privilege of Closing Debate.—The author of a bill, motion or resolution 
shall have the privilege of closing the debate unless the previous question 
has been sustained. 





RULE L. 


Time in Which All Committees Shall Report.—All committees of the 
Senate ‘shall report their action on all bills or matters referred to them 
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within three days after reference, unless at the request of the committee, 
and on good cause shown, further time be granted by the Senate.

Gentlemen:—Herewith will be found the Bi-Annual Report of the State 
Japital Commission of this State. 

Since making report to the last Legislative iSesemil the work of con- 
struction on the building has been steadily progressing until now the ex- 
terior of the building is nearly completed and a considerable part of the 
interior work is done. At the time of the last report the contract for the 
whole structure had been let and the foundation was in. Now the building 
is approaching completion, the boiler house is entirely completed and during 
the coming year the completed building will be turned over to the State. 

The work on the structure has been thoroughly done and the building 
will be one that will be highly satisfactory to the State and will be more 
ereditable and useful, as well as architecturally beautiful, than more costly 
and pretentious buildings erected in other states as capital buildings. 

We have made repeated and critical examinations of! the building. at 
all stages of its construction and can coniidently say that nothing has been 
slighted or neglected; that the workmanship has been thorough, the mater- 
ials supplied of the best and as a result Montana, will have an exceedingly 
convenient and satisfactory capital building, im appearance, arrangement 
and construction.

There have been charges made against the Capital Building Fund in the 
settlement of accounts in the State financial officers, which we believe were 
not proper charges against this fund, but should have been charged to the 
“Interest and Sinking Fund,” such as the proportion of expenses of the Land 
office in connection with the Capital Building Land Grant: also the accrued 
interest paid on the warrants issued by the former commission. These 
charges alone amount to $6,006.88. The expense for extra work already in- 
curred in connection with the building, all of which was an absolute neces- 


ey 
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sity and could not have been foreseen, amounts to $7,134.31. These two items 
alone make up a large part of this apparent deficit. In this may be included 
such items as $3,712.00 paid to the Superintendent employed by the com- 
mission to supervise the work, $3,045.00 additional paid for electric wiring, 
$355.00 paid for sewer connection, $54.05 and $297.00 paid for water connec- 
tion, Surveying, &c., and numerous sinaller items, the total of which nearly 
equals the apparent deficit. 

In addition to the foregoing deficiency which we have pointed out it will 
eventually be necessary to provide funds for the completion of the grading 
and beautifying of the Capital Grounds; for the frescoing of the building 
and for providing suitable furniture and fixtures. The fixtures in the pos- 
session of the State would not be suitable for equipping the vaults nor would 
a great portion be suitable for office furniture, but we have refrained from 
making (an) estimate of the amount necessary for these purposes, leaving it 
to the judgment of the Legislature.

A BILL 
FOR AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE SUBMISSION TO THE QUALIFIED 
ELECTORS OF .THE STATE OF MONTANA OF AN AMENDMENT 
TO SECTION 4 OF ARTICLE XVI OF THE CONSTITU- 
TION, RELATING TO COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 
OF MONTANA: 

Section 1. There shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the Sitate 
of Montana at the next general election to be held in said State, the following 
amendment to Section 4, of Article XVI of the Constitution, relating to 
County Commissioners. 

That Section 4 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana, be amended so as to read as follows:-—- 

“Section 4. In each county there shall be elected three County Com- 
missioners, whose term of office shall be six years; provided that the term 
of office of those elected on November 6th, 1900, shall expire on the first 
Monday in January, 1907; provided further, that at the general election to 
be held in November 1902, (in counties where commissioners are to be 
elected that year.) three commissioners shall be elected whose terms shall 
expire on the first Monday in January, 1907; provided further, that at the next 
general election to be held in November, 1906, one commissioner, shall be 
elected for a term of two yvears, one commissioner shall be elected for a 
term of four years, and one commissioner shall be elected for a term of six 
years, whose term of office shall commence on the said first Monday of 
January, 1907; and provided further, that at each general election thereafter 
commencing with the general election to be held in November, 1908, one 
commissioner shall be elected for a term of six years. A vacancy in the 
Board of County Commissioner shail be filled by appointment by the Judge 
of the Judicial District in which the vacancy occurs.” 

Section 2.—The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and can- 
vyassed by such officials and in such manner as is provided by law for the 
counting and canvassing of the votes for Member of Congress, and if a 
majority of all votes cast at said election for and against said amendment 
shall be in favor of the amendment, the Governor of the State shall immed- 
iately so declare by public proclamation, and said amendment shall be in 
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full force and effect as a part of the Constitution from and after the date 
of said proclamation. 

- Section 3.--The official ballots to be used at the general election to ve 
held in this State shall have printed thereon the following words in such 
manner as to allow every elector an opportunity te indicate thereon by proper 
marks, his preterence to-wit:‘Hior the amendment to the Constitution, relating 
to County Commissioners,” and “Against the amendment to the Constitution 
reiating to County Commissioners.”

On motion of Clark ‘the gallery was except as to newspaper reporters, 
stenographers, attaches of the Senate, ex-members of the Legislature and 
State officers. Seconded and carried. 

Clark: I move you that the President of the Senate be instructed by 
this Honorable Body to recall Sen. Bill No. 87 from the Joint Enrolling Com., 
and that he sign the same. 

President: The Chair rules that he has no authority to recall said bill 
from the Committee appointed this morning, but the Senate may instruct the 
committee to report, and if the Com. does not report they may have their 
own execuses as to why they have not reported. The Clair holds that he is 
ready to sign the bill whenever the Com. appointed under joint rule 12 makes 
its report. 

Clark: I appeal from the decision of the Chair. 

President: The appeal is entirely out of order. 

Kennedy: Iliarise to a point of order. At this time there is nothing in 
the rules of this House governing the conduct of the Presiding Officer of 
this body requiring him to sign this bill on the demand of any member 
of the body itself. 

President: There are certain rules prescribing when the Presiding Of 
ficer shall sign certain bills, and he declares at this time that he has not. in 
the past, por will he in the future, decline to sign any paper that comes 
before him in a legal manner. 

Clark: I move that the Committee appointed by the Chair consisting 
of Senators Conrow, Kennedy, and Warner, be discharged and a committee 
of 8 other gentlemen to be selected by this house, consisting of Senators 
Hoffman, Worden and Connolly be appointed in their stead. 

President: The gentleman is out of order. It is within the province of 
the Chair to appoint his own committees, and the only way this can be 
changed is by chaneite. the rules, which requires a two-thirds vote. The 
joint rules provide for the appointment of all committees. 

Clark: I appeal from the decision of the Chair. 

Kennedy: Tite Senate rules give the President authority to appoint 
standing committees. and I arise to a point of order, and further it is not 
within the province of either the Chair or of the Senate to revoke the 
appointment of that com. until that Com. has declined or failed to perform 
a duty imposed upon it by this body 

Presiden: Under joint rule 12 the presiding officers of the Hiouse and 
Senate are required Re appoint joint committees on enrollment: the Pres. 
of the Senate has performed his duty, and if the standing com. of the Senate 
is unable to perform its duties for any reason, then the Chair is willing to 
assist the gentleman from Madison, and would suggest that the friends of 
this bill ask the Speaker of the Hiouse to appoint a similar committee. If the 
bill as enrolled comes properly before the Pres. of the Senate he is always 
ready and willing to sign it, and so far as the Pres. of the Senate is concerned 
he does not now, nor will he in the future, be prone to stubborness or 
obstinacy. but desires to proceed under the rules. 

Stanitton: In ease the House refuses to appoint a like committee, will 
there be any future bills signed in the Senate? 

President. The Senate and the Pres. of the Senate cannot be responsi- 
ble for the failure of other peopie to (do) perform their duties. 

Clark: I realize that the Chair is proceeding under what he thinks are 
the rules, and so am I, but I want a record, is all. We attempted to object 
to the appointment of this.Com., but the Sena'ttor from Cascade was not 
recognized by the Chair. The Chair has ruled that this is a joint rule, 
there is nothing in there that says that the Pres. of the Senate must ap. 
point this committee, and the rules also provide that ‘the Senate by a. 
majority vote can change the personel of any committee at any time, irre. 
spective of the President. 
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President: This Com. is a joint Com. and we are acting upon joint rules 
governing the House and Senate. If 1 may make a suggestion, if everything 
is done’ that ought to be done, the final consideration of this bill may be 
reached very soon. For instance, if the certified copy of the bill last night 
had accompanied the original bill this discussion could have been done away 
with, and so far as the Pres. is concerned, he is going to preside over this 
Senate and constcue the rules of this Senate and of the joint assembly ais he 
is honestly directed by his own intellect, and does not desire any construc- 
tion of any rule of this body or any joint rule by the Speaker of the House. 

Connolly: Hias the Joint Com. on enrollment considered Sen. Bill No.87: 

President: They are willing and ready to meet a like committee to be 
appointed by the House whenever appointed,and when the presiding officer of 
the House refuses to perform the duties of his office he may be impeached. 

Myers: I call attention of the Pres. to rule 21 on page 9 of the Senate, 
which is as follows: ‘All committees of the Nenate, special and standing, 
and all joint commiitees on the part thereof, shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, unless otherwise specially ordered, and a majority of the Senate may 
at any time change the membership of any committee by giving one days 
notice thereof.’ 

I give notice now that on tomorrow I will move in pursuance of thar 
rule, to change the personel of this committee so far as the Senate is con- 
cerned, and desire my notice entered on the Journal to that effect. 

kennedy: I want to say to you and the senators, that there is not the 
slightest desire upon the part of any member of that committee to delay under 
the rules of the Senate and the House, and pledge my word of honor as a meim- 
ber of this body, that if this bill is referred to the joint committee and the 
House appoints a similar committee I will do my utmost as a, member of 
that committee to report this bill back with the utmiost punctuality. I foughi 
this bil! fairty and this con:mittee stands ready to transact the business iim. 
posed upon it by the Senate. If the House refuses to appoint a like com- 
mittee this Senate cannct make it a law. 

President: All committees of the Senate, special and standing, shall be 
appointed by the President unless otherwise specially ordered, and a miajor- 
ity of the Senate may change the personel of the committee by giving 
one day’s notice. That rule. applies to Senate committees, but does not 
apply to joint committees, and to change the joint rules takes a two-thirds 
vote. 

Myers: You then rule that— 

President: I rule that the notice given by the gentleman from. Ravalli 
as stated by him, and for the purpose stated, is absolutely out of order, 
and the only way the standing committee on joint enrollment can be re- 
moved or changed is by suspension of joint rules, which requires a two-thirds 
vote of the joint assembly. 

Myers: I wish to send up a written notice. 

President: The gentleman is out of order,but you can send it up. 

Cullen: Has the Speaker of the House appointed a committee yet? 

President: I don’t know. I state that the gentlemen who have been 
supporting this bill have been trying to ‘bull’ this through and they must 
conform to the rules of the Senate, and I hope that I shiall not act arbi- 
trarilly. 

Cullen: You have selected three men that are absolutely against this 
bill.Now if you would divide this up probably the speaker would appoint 
a committee. How can that committee come to an agreement whien there 
are three for the bill and three against the bill, which there would be if 
the House appointed a committee. 

President: The speaker will appoint three from the House who sup- 
ported Senate Bill No. 87, as it was supposed to have been amended, 
then there are six gentlemen who have taken their oath of office and. are 
sworn to protect, support and defend the constitution of the U. S. and the 
constitution of the State of Montana,, and unless they are thieves, thugs, 
pirates and murderers they cannot report anything else than what the records 
convey. 

Myers: I will read the written notice. “Mr. President:—I hereby give 
notice that on tomorrow I will move under rule 21, that the committee on 
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Knrolliment appointed by the President consisting of Conrow, Warner and 
Isennedy, be changed so as ‘to consist of Senators Hoffman, Worden and 
Connolly.” 

President: The Chair has stated, and the members are taking up the 
time of the Senate unnecessarily, and there is only one way to eliminaite the 
three honest gentlemen from the committee and that takes a suspension of 
the joint rules; anything else. and the appeals therefrom: are out of order, 
and will not be put. 

Stanton: I hope none of us will lose our temper. 

President: Does not rule 12 require the appointment of such a committee? 

Stanton: Yes sir. 

President: Then where does the blame lie? 

Stanton: When no committee has been appointed and bills have here- 
tofore been signed, is is too late to force this bill into that committee, and 
it seems to me that there are certain rules that should be followed. I don’t 
understand that the Chair has a right to refuse to put ian appeal from a 
decision of the Chair, and motions that are made in good faith, and not for 
dilatory purposes. If I am wrong, let the Senate decide it. I will ask per- 
mission to read from Robert’s Rules at this time. 

President: The Chair states that Robert’s Rules of Order do not apply 
to the Senate. 

Stanton:I offer this for the sake of harmony and peace, and desire no 
hard feeling in this matter. Now, in fairness and good will towards the Chair 
it occurs to me that it is hardly the proper thing for the Chair to refuse to 
put a motion or appeal from the decision of the Chair, when there is absolute- 
ly no parliamentary law authorizing that sort of course and that two-thirds 
ought to control, and that no one man, or five men, or one-thirds of any 
such body should control the action of such body, and I feel ‘that we are 
being deprived of putting motions and taking appeails from the Chair;:.and 
that the President has been fair in bis rulings, and would be at this time 
except for some feeling of anger that has arisen in his*bosom. 

President: In reply I will make this suggestion; that there has been 
no desire upon my part to be anything but absolutely fair. The business of 
the people ot this State must be conducted according to rule. Thiese rules 
have been adopted by the House and Senate, and when you advocate your 
motions on a ground that will abselve you from all dilatory tactics, when 
a like committee has not been appointed by the House—the failure is with 
the House and not with us here, and you are reflecting upon three honorable 
gentlemen who are willing to perfor mtheir duties. 

Cullen: Do I understand that it takes a suspension of the rules to 
straighten this matter out? 

President: Yes sir. 

Cullen: I move that the rules be suspended, and that the committee 
that was appointed to report on S. B. 87 return the bill for the President’s 
signature. 

Kennedy: I arise to a point of order. That a suspension of ‘the rules. by 
the Senaite is not suflicient; it must be on the joint vote of both the Hlouse 
and the Senate. 

President: This joint rule is not a dilatory rule. 

Stanton: It seems to me that the best way out of this matter in view 
of the fact that the House has declined to appoint a committee, or has not 
done it, and this body has appointed a committee, I move at this time that 
this committee appointed by the Chair be requesed to examine this bill, and 
and report their decision upon it as to whether it is correctly enrolled, and 
make their report to this body within 20 minutes, if it can do so. 

Worden: Second the motion. 

President: Do I understand that the Speaker of the House refuses to 
appoint such a committee. 

Stanton: The Speaker has not done so, nor has the House done so, and 
this committee cannot be a joint committee until the House has done so; 
this committee stands as a special committee and I am willing that they 
make their report. 

President: The Chair does not agree with the gentlemen. But the 
Chair would request that this Senate request that a joint enrollment com. 
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be appointed by the Speaker of the House under joint rule 12. This is in 
order to set the President right in this geet and he will take the necessary 
steps to see that further proceedings of S. B. 87 are not unnecessarily delay- 
ed and will say that the delay has eon at the other end of the House and 
not at this end. 

Stanton: I renew my motion; that this com. appointed by the Chair be 
requested to examine this bill and report their decision upon it as to 
whether it is correctly enrolled, and make their report to this body within 
20 minutes, if it can do: so. 

President: The motion is in order. It is Supposed that every public 
servant performs his duty, and ‘the Chair acting under the impression that 
the Speaker has performed his duty, and the committee appointed, these 
instructions may be given to the Committee, that they at once proceed to 
the examination of S. Bs. 87 and 85, and make their report within twenty 
minutes, if it is possible tio dio so. 

Kennedy: I desire to move now, if in order, that the Pres. of the Sen- 
ate— 

‘Meyer: I arise to a point of order, as the Chair rules that Stanton’s mo- 
tion is in order. 

President: The Senator from Cascade moved that the joint committee 
be instructed to report the bill back in twenty minutes, and the Chair held, 
if there was no objection he would so instruct the committee. 

Kennedy: The Committee accepts the instructions of the Chair, I am 
sure. Am I in order to make a motion on the pending question. I desire to 
make a motion’ that the President of this Senate appoint a committee of 
one, and in that connection I desire to suggest that it be not an opponent of 
S. B. 87 from the Senate to interview Speaker Corbett of the House of Rep- 
resentatives immediately, and request him to comply with the joint rules of 
the House and Senate, and to appoint a committee to confer with the Senate 
Committee on Enrollment. Seconded. 

Stanton: Would like to put my motion in writing.

Helena, Montana, March 5, 1901. 

Mr. Pres. I am directed by the House to inform your honorable body, 
That: You are requested to appoint a conference committee of three to act 
with a like committee appointed by the House on H. B. No. 59 as amended. 

Respectfully, JNO. 8S. WYMAN, Assistant Chief Clerk. 

President appointed Cullen, Connolly and Clark as such Committee. 

Stanton: I now send in my written motion. “I move that the rules be 
suspended, that the committee known as the Joint Enrolling Committee of 
the Senate this day appointed by the President, be regarded as a special . 
or select conimittee, and 'that said committee be instructed to examine Senate 
Bill 87, and to report their decision thereon as eae whether the same is cor- 
rectly enrolled, within twenty minutes.” 

Worden: Second the motion. 

President: The motion is entirely different from the oral instructions 
by the Chair to the Committee. Tihe joint enrolling committee is not a 
special committee, and cannot be made a special committee unless so ordered 
by a joint resolution of both houses, two-thirds voting for such resolution, 
and the Chair will entertain no more motions relating to this matter be- 
cause they are dilatory. If the gentlemen desire the consideration of the | 
bill the gentlemen comprising the joint enrolling committee «are willing to 
proceed to the examination. of the bill. If the Speaker refuses to appoint 
a like committee to confer with them, then upon their report the Chiair will 
take action upon the matter, and I will not delay consideration of the Dill. 
either. , 

Stanton: Then the Chair holds the motion out of order? 

President: The Chair bolds the motion out of order, and appeals from 
the decision of the Chair out of order. 

Stanton: I appeal from the decision of the Chair. 

Cark: Second the appeal. 

President: The appeal is out of order, and the motion of the gentleman 
from Deer Lodge will be put. 

Kennedy: I ask that the President appoint one member as a committee 
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to wait on Speaker Corbett of the House of Representatives, and ask for 
the immediate appointment of a joint committee on enrollment under the 
joint rules. 

Stanton: Ask to enquire whether the Secretary has notified the House 
of the appointment of this committee. 

President: ‘The Secy. informs the Chair that he has not. There is 2 
motion before the House iwade by the Seat ee from Deer Lodge. 

(Motion. put and lost.) 

Stanton: May I inquire in good faith upon what parlimentary usage 
or practice the Chair bases his opinion that a majority cannot govern a 
legislative body. 

President: Because it requires a suspension of the rules, and it requires 
two-thirds of the joint assembly to change them, and will add that these 
motions are dilatory. 

Stanton: Cannot a majority rule? 

President: Not whien it requires two-thirds. 

Stanton: Cannot two-thirds rule? 

President: Not when it takes two thirds of the joint assembly. 

Stanton: Then is this Legislative Assembly at the mercy of the Presi- 
dent if the Chair refuses te act? 

President: 1 don’t so undenstand it. I have been trying to suggest to 
you the proper course to pursue, and you know I lave performed my duty 
under rule 12 and appointed the Committee. If there is no committee ap- 
pointed by the House then let our Committee make their report. 

Stanton: If the House declines to appoint any committee to act with 
this Gommittee, I will ask whether it lies within the power of two-thirds 
of this body to rescind the Chair and proceed to business: 

Kennedy: I arise to a point of order; I don’t think the President of the 
Senate is under cross-examination. I am informed by reputable members 
of the House that no request has been made of Mr. Corbett for the appoint- 
ment of such a committee, and I made the motion so that we could transact 
the business of the State in a proper manner, and stated that the House had 
absolutely refused to appoint such a committee, and I assert that this is 
absolutely untrue. In order to facilitate matters I ask for the appointment 
of a committee of one and that one to be one of their friends, and that 
motion was voted down. 

President: Will state to the gentlemen who advocate the removal of 
these gentlemen from the Joint enrolling committee, that because a certain 
member is for or against any measure, it does not render him incompetent 
to perform his duties. es 

Stanton: If I will be permitted, and am in order, I move that the 
Senate do now adjourn until tomorrow morning at 10:30. Seconded. 

President: The Chair is glad to announce that the gentleman from 
Cascade has become sufficiently versed in parliamentary tactics to enable him 
to make a proper motion.

Evening Session. 

Senate reconvened at 7:30 P. M., Mr. President in the Chair. 

Roll called no quorum present. On motion of Connolly Senate adjourned 
until 10:30 to morrow morning. 

Clark: I offer a motion in writing. I move you that it be the sense of the 
Senate that the action of the President in appointing an alleged Joint 
Hnrolling Committee be, and the same is hereby, declared to be out of order 
and unwartanted under the rules of the Senate and joint rules of the 
Seniate and House; and that the report of the Standing Committee on En- 
rollment relative to Senate Bill No. 87 having been presented and adopted, 
showing that said Bill was correctly enrolled, and no objections having 
been ‘made thereto by the Senate or House, it be the sense of the Senate 
that said Bill is correctly enrolled and ready for the signature of the Pre- 
siding officer of this Senate; and the President be now directed to affix 
his signature to said Senate Bill No. 87. 

CLARK. 

President: (Reads motion) The motion is out of order tas the commit- 
tee was appointed under joint rule 12. And the latter portion of the motion 
is out of order. So for as the enroliment of S. B. No. 87 is concerned at 
this time, there can be no possible chance under the rules whereby any 
objection in the House can be made. The latter two lines of the motion are 
in direct violation of the rules, both of the Senate and of the joint rules 
of the Senate amd House, so far as signing enrolled bills are concerned. The 
motion is absolutely out of order because it involves a suspension of the 
joint rules, which requires a two-thirds joint vote. And the Chair will 
further state that no appeal from said ruling will be entertanied or be 
put. 

Stanton: J wish to state briefly the position of a large majority of the 
Senate in regard to the construction of Joint Rule 12. We take the posi- 
tion that the rule simply contemplates— 

President: So far as the Pres. is concerned hie will say that as soon as 
we receive information or communicaition. from any scurce establishing 
the fact that the Speaker of the Hause of Representaitives refuses to appoint 
a joint committee of the House on Enrollment the President will con- 
strue the Comniittee on Joint Enrolment so far as this Senate is con- 
cerned, that their reports may he received in this Senate the same as the 
reports of any other committee, and I will say farther that if the report 
of the committee on enrollment is adverse to the enrolled bill, then the 
Senate in its wisdom may amend their report the same as that of any other 
committee report. Any further discussion is dilatory and will bring about 
no result tending to take the bill out of the hands of the committee for 
signing. 

Stanton: May I make a few remarks? 

President. Of what nature? 

Stanton:I wish to comment on this matter 

President: No further remarks on this subject will be in order. 

Stanton: Mr. President. I rise to a question of personal privilege. 

President: You hlave the floor. 

Stanton: The construction that we place noon tig rule 12 is this: That 
when as was done at the beginning of this session a standing committee 
on enrollment was appointed by the Senate, a similar committee was appoint- 
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ed by the Speaker of the House, and that these two standing committees 
constitute a joint committee on enroliment; and that being the case any 
bill that is read in the Senate is returned concurred.in and sent to the 
Enrolment Committee of this body and by that committee reported as cor- 
rectly enrolied. That ends the enrolling proposition so far as the Senate 
is concerned and it then remains for the President to affix his signature 
to the enrolied bill and then transmit it to the House of Representatives, 
and by the Speaker there referred to the Committee of the House, which is 
a part of the Committee. That committee inspects the enrollment of the 
Dill and if they find it correctly enrolled, report it correctly enrolled and the 
Speaker’s signature is affixed and then it is transmitted to the Giovernor. 
If the Enrollment Comnuittee of the Wouse find any errors in the enrollment 
then it is the business of that Enrollment Committee of the House to con- 
fer with the Enrollment Committee of the Senate and reconcile these dif- 
ficulties. That what is contemplated by rule 12. There has never been 
but one enrollment committee: in any legislative assembly in the State of 
Montana, and this has been one of the rules of the Legislature since Mon- 
tana has been a state. I want to say farthermore that a rule similar to this 
is one of the joint rules of the Congress of the United Statiees. They do not 
have two enrolling committees, but the House has one and the Senate an- 
other, and these two committees constitute, under the joint rules of Con- 
gress the Joint Enrollment Committee of the Congress of the United States. 
That is the position the Congress of the United States take in this matter. 
That is their construction of joint rule 12. of the Seventh Legislative Assemb- 
ly. When they place that construction on this language—-when in the history 
of this Sitate no other construction has ever been placed upon it, it is a strange 
proposition that in the closing bours of this session the President deems it 
necessary to appoint an extra enrolling committee, a committee to provide 
for the free passage of bills in this Legislative Assembly. This matter has 
been carefully considered, and at least two-thirds of the senators have agreed 
With me in my position in the matter; and this Senate now feels, that hav- 
ing passed Senaite Bill 87. and the Enrolling Committee having reported 
it back as correctly enrolled, we think that it is the duty of the President 
of this Senate to sign the Bill, and not to stop because the Speaker of the 
Iiower House does not see fit, in his judgment to appoint this committee. 
We want our position to be clearly stated here, in all fairness to the Presi- 
dent, whose rulings we have never before criticised. We are not going to 
adjourn this Senate until this bill is signed by the President and transmitted 
tio the Speaker of the House, but we are going to have Senate Bill No. 87 
signed by the presiding officer of this Senate before we adjourn. I state 
this in all fairness, and we mean what we say. 

President. The Chair would like to ask the gentleman from Cascade 
who he refers to when he says ‘‘we.” 

Stanton: To a two thirds membership of this Senate,--as bigger than any 
ohe man. 

President: The gentleman from Cascade is entirely wrong.The Senate 
Committee on Mnroilment was appointed under rule 20 Senate Rules, which 
provides for twenty six standing committees and among these committees 
we find committee No. 7, a committee on enroilment to consist of three 
members. These are rules of the Senate, in the back of the book, joint 
rules of Senate and House of Representatives. Rule 12 provides for what? 
For the examination of enrolled bills. They did not put this rule in here 
unless they imeant it should mean something, and it provides as follows: 

Engrossment of Bills.—The final question upon the second reading of 
every bill or other paper, originating in the Senate, and reauiring three 
readings previous to eing passed shall be. ‘Shall it be engrossed and rea: 
a third time?’ And upon every such bill originating in the house of Repre- 
sentatives, “Shall it be ordered to a third: reading?’ And no amendments 
shall be received for discussion at the third reading of any Dill, but it 
shall at ail times be in order before the finial passage of such bill to move 
its recommittment under special instructions 

President: So far as the Chair is concerned he has appointed this Joint 
Enrolment Committee from the Senate, and has reauested some of the 
gentiemen who advocate the passage of this bill to move that the Speaker 
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of the House be requested to appoint a similar joint committee. That mo- 
tion was made by an opponent of this bill and voted down by its friends. 
And any proceedings instituted for the benefit of the gallery or newspaper 
men fall on broad shoulders that can stand them,.and that S. B. 87 may be 
signed, and the Chair wishes to announce that the Chair has never refused 
to sign 8S. B: 87, and would be glad to sign S. B. 87, but if the gentleman 
thinks that by any devious pathways he is going to get something in the 
record that does not belong there he is mistaken. 

Stanton: I would like to ask at this time, for the further information of 
this Senate, what the President will do in the event that the House of 
Representatives does not appoint a committee corresponding with, or to 
act with, the alleged joint committee appointed by the President of the 
Senate. 

President: The Chair will state that he stated not more than ten min- 
utes ago that he would consider the standing committee he appointed as 
the comuiiitee on joint ienreliment if the House refused to perform its 
duty. And-in reference to the term of. ‘alleged committee,” it is purely 
a term of insult used by attorneys to farther the interests of clients and is 
an insult to the President of the Senate and the Knrollment Committee. 

Stanton: I would like to inquire if the President of this Senate is not 
also an attorney at law? 

President: Yes sir. 

Stanton: Then that applies to the President as well as myself. Now I 
want to inquire further, Mr. President, whether or not, in the event that 
the House of Representatives does not appoint whatt is called by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate a joint enrolling committee, whether the committee 
appointed by this Chair and denominated a joint enrolling committee is to 
take this bill and make a report to this Senate, or what course is to be 
adopted in the event the House refuses to take any action at all. 

President: Will state to the gentleman from Cascade, that in the event 
the House refuses to appoint a similar committee, the Chair will construe 
this committee of three from the Senate to be the Committee on, joint enz‘oll- 
ment; that he shall direct and instruct them himself, and if the gentleman 
desires, thiis may be further emphasized by the instructions of the Senatte, 
that they shall proceed forthwith to examine this bill; anticipating that 
their report may be unfavorable as the gentleman may think it may be— 
I am telling the gentleinan a way out of his trouble— 

Stanton: I have no trouble Mr. President. 

President: Anticipating the report is unfavorable, then when that re- 
port comes in it will be considered the same as any other unfavorable re- 
port, and may be amended, changed, or anything else. 

Stanton: Then if the House of Representatives refuses to appoint a 
committee to act with this alleged joint enrolling Committee, will the Chair 
then hold tbat the members named by the Chair as the enrolling committee 
constitute a joint enrolling committee regardless of the fact as to whether 
the house has seen fit to appoint ‘a committee, or not. Will it be a joint 
committee when composed of members of the Senate or without any action 
on the part of the House? 

President: The Chair will so hold. 

Stanton: According to the decision of the Chair the committee appointed 
by the Chair here and denominated a joint enrolling committee—then as I 
understand it the President holds that the regular standing enrolling com- 
mittee of the senate which has considered 8. B. 87 and repvorted that bill 
here as correctly enrolled, which report has been adopted by the Senate.— 
that all that action stands for naught and is subject to the decision of this 
one-half of what the President calls a joint enrolling committee. 

President: The report of the Senate Committee on enrollment has been 
adopted and the only functions of this joint enrolling committee have to 
perform under rule 12 are, they shall examine the enrolled bill and see 
whether there are any mistakes or any errors or any suggestions as to 
whether the enrolled bill should not be signed, and if there are any objections 
they are overcome by the Senate, but the Chair is powerless. 

Connolly: Is not that a reflection on the standing committee? 

Mr. President: The Chair will recognize this joint committee on en- 
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rollment the same as the committee on labor, of which the gentleman is 
chairman; and if the gentleman on the kabor committee made a certain 
report that the Senate did not agree with they could amend that report. 
This committee on enrollment can be changed the same pe other com- 
mittee, standing or special. 

Kennedy: | arise to a point of order—that the President is pot on the 
witness stand and should not be subject to this class of cross- -examination. 

President: (Not heard) (point of order waived) 

Stanton: I desire to ask the President if in his view under the rules 
ot this eae a two thirds vote of the Senate cannot control the proceedings 
in this body, or whether they are subject to the will of the President of 
this Senate; in other words, will a two-thirds or a three-fourths majority 
of this Senate dictate the action of the Senate or will the President deter- 
mine what action shall be taken regardless of the three fourths majority. 

President: The President will construe the deliberations of this assembly 
under and by virtue of the rules of this Senate and the joint rules adopted by 
this Senate and the House, and there are instances where a majority of this 
Senate can direct certain Legislation; other instances where it reauires a 
two-thirds vote, not only of the Senate, but of the House concurring by a like 
two-thirds vote. So the gentleman from Cascade is informed that the de- 
liberations of this honorable body are not the deliberations of the presiding 
officer, but the presiding officer is guided by. the rules, and the rules throw 
certain safeguards around certain proceedings, and that is all the president 
desires to do, but he says emphatically that he will do that. 

Stanton: Then if £ understand the decision of the Chair this S. B. 87 will 
not receive the signature of the President until the committee on joint 
eproliment has made its report and action is taken by the Senate upon 
that report. 

President: The President informs the gentleman from Cascade that he 


bas answered that question several different times, but always in the same 


way, and | want to ask every gentleman on the Joint Committee. of En- 
rollment at this time, so that the gentleman from Cascade miay’ have a 
chance to object formally,—Senator Conrow, are you ready and willing to 
consider S. B. 87? : 

Conrow: I sam. 

President: Senator Kennedy, are you ready and willing to consider S. B. 


Kennedy: I am. 

President: Senator Warner, are you ready and willing ‘to consider S. 
B. No. 87? 

Warner:I am. 

President: Are you ready forthwith under rule 12) Answer: Yes. 

President: Then I say that under the circumstanices, that the Chair 
is willing to say that he is ready to sign Senate Bill S7,—is and always has 
been when it comes properly before him, and even though an «adverse 
report that the Senate, not necessarily by a two thirds yote but by a bare 
majority may reverse that report and then instruct the President, and the 
President shall be glad to follow the instructions as directed by the gentle- 
man from Cascade. 

Stanton: Then I understand that without a report from this joint com- 
mittee the Chair will not sign this bill. 

President. The Chair has answered that auestion. 

Stanitton: Then J assume the Chair will not. 

President: The Chair is not warranted in raising any assumption. 

Stanton: I will request at this time that the President proceeds to sign 
Senate Bill 87. 

President: The request is out of order because the rules preseribe what 
shall be done regarding the signing of enrolled bills. 

Stanton: The Chair having refused to put the motion and declared it 
out of order, I will at this time appeal from the ruling of the Chair. 

Clark: Second the apneal. 

President: The appeal ‘is out of order, and will not’be put. 

Myers: Joint rule 11 is as follows: “Hnrollment of Bills—When a Dill 
has passed both Houses if shall be duly enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk 
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ot the House in which it originated, and the fact of its origin shall be cer- 
tified by the endorsement of the clerk thereof.” 

That rule taken in connection with rule 12 contemplates ‘that the Enroll- 
ment Committee (of the Senate and the Hnroliment Committee of the House 
shall be the Joint Enrolling Committee of the Body; but inasmuch as the Pres- 
ident has appointed a special committee and that committee has signified its 
willingness to act, I shall move that the Special Committee be, required to 
linmmediately and forthwith make their report. They have had this enrolled 
bill in their possession ever since yesterday; and in regard to the President’s 
position that this committee can act and he will permit it to act whenever 
it is demionstrated that the House will not appoint a like committee, I have tio 
say: while we have not been informed that the Speaker refuses to appoint 
such a committee, yet he is not required to inform us of what he has not dione, 
but only what he will do or does do. He may refuse to do a thousand 
things. The rules do not require him to notify us of what he wont do,— 
only what he does do; and the fact that he has not yet appointed this 
joint committee demonstrates the fact that he is not disposed to do.so, and 
that he is not going to do so; but he is not required to give the Senate any 
official notice of that fact. 

President: As a friend of the bill do you desire to state to this Chair 
that it is your information that the Speaker of the Hiouse refuses to appoint 
the Joint Enrolling Committee from the House. 

Myers: That is my understanding. I have never been jso informed by the 
Speaker and have never talked with the Speaker about this, but I haive 
understood that he was not required to appoint any joint committee, and 
the fact that he has not done so bears that out with me. Now, tthe 
Speaker having not done a certain thing, that is equivalent to not doing 
it. Their sitting there two or three days and not doing anything,— 

President: The gentleman. is now on the right track. If the Speaker 
of the House does not appoint this joint committee then this Senate may 
direct this joint committee to proceed forthwith to the examination of this 
bill, and that if, anticipating the condition, the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives has either failed or refused or the House has failed or 
refused to appoint a joint enrollment committee, then it may proceed to 
the examination of that bill. They may then bring im their report as in- 
structed under the rules. Then this Senate may direct what shall become 
of the Report. 

Myers: The House having failed. it is equivalent to refusing,—for over 
24 hours to appoint a committee to act in conjunction with the Senate 
committee, I move that this special committee appointed in the Senate 
be required and instructed to act within itself, and to report back to this 
Senate in fifteen minutes, and thiat the Senate take a recess of fifteen miin- 
utes. Seconded. 

Kennedy: Just speaking to this motion, I desire to deny a statement 
made by the gentleman from Cascade, upon which subject I happen to 
have authority. (The Senator here read from Manual of Rules of United 
States Congress). The gentleman asserted to this Senate and to the Senators 
that there was no such thing as a joint committee on enrollment in the 
Congress of the United States. I desire to call the genittleman’s attention to 
the above rule.: 

Stanton: Let me correct the gentleman. I did not say there was no 
joint rule in the Congress of the United States, but that the standing com- 
mittees of the separate houses constituted that joint committee. 

Kennedy: I desire to say in regard to this motion of the committee 
reporting in fifteen minutes, yesterday I gave the members of this Senate 
my word of honor that if that bill came into my hands as a member of 
that Joint Enrolling Committee, I would do my best to make as rapid an 
examination of the bill as was ‘consistent with my duty to the State, and 
make ian earnest endeavor to secure as prompt a repurt as possible. If the 
gentlemen insist on instructing me to report before I have had time toe 
examine that bill, I must refuse to do so. If I can examine that bill in 
fifteen minutes I will do so, but I must have time to compare the enrolled 
bill with the engrossed bill, and i say to the people of the Senate and to the 
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people of the State of Montana, that before my duty has been performed IL 
must have time to perform that duty. 

Hoffman: For the last six sessions of the Montania Legislature there has 
never been such a committee as the Chair has appointed. The rule has 
always been construed before that the two standing committees formed 
the joint committee, and all of the Senate journals from the first legislative 
assembly show that to be a fact. There has never been a special joint 
committee appointed. 

Stanton: One question I wish to ask the gentleman from Deer Lodge. 
I want to ask you if you have not exainined all the proceedings and all 
the records pertaining to 8S. B. 87, as well as the enrolled bill which is now 
in the hands of Senator Conrow? 

Ixennedy: Replying to the gentleman from Cascade, I do not presume 
that it will make any difference what my answer is, but I pledge you my 
word of honor that I have absolutely not seen the engrossed bill, nor the 
alleged documents purporting to give the alleged amendments from the 
House, except as they passed up the aisle in the hands of———. I aw a num- 
ber of the senators gather around the President ‘when the bill was brought 
in, and a crown in the House of Reps. swarm around the desk of the Chief 
Clerk, but, but I thought it rather bad taste. I felt the time would come 
when I would have an oppurtunity to examine it, and now my time has 
come (laughiter) and I propose to examine it to suitt myself. I desire to say 
that I have not examined the enrolled bill. Senator Anderson will say that 
he brought me the enrolled bill and spoke to me as he was about to report. 
“Shall I report?’ I said: seeing you desire to do so, do so. If you say this 
bill is correctly enrolled, it probably is.” I have since then concluded that 
the enrollment of this bill has been a little hasty. I have not examined 
the papers; I propose to do so now under the instruction of the President 
and the Senate. 

(Myers motion put and carried. Kennedy voting ‘‘No.’’) 

Worden: I move the Senate take a recess of fifteen minutes. Seconded. 
Carried. 

Senate resumed.Pres. in the Chair. ; 

Myers: I move that the Special Committee that is now laboring with 
the enrolled copy of S. B. 87 be given further time, until 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, to report, and that the Senate now repair to the House of Representa- 
tives to vote for United States Senator, and when the Joint Session dissolves, 
the Senate take a recess until two o’clock, at which time we will expect a 
report from the Joint Enrollment Committee. 

Seconded. Carried. 

Afternoon session. 

Kennedy: At this time, on behalf of the Committee on Enrollment, 
I desire to announce to the Senate that the Committee has dictated a report 
to William Goodyear, a stenographer. He is writing that report and as 
soon as the reports is received from his hands which will probably be 
fifteen or twenty minutes, it will be offered, and in the meantime I want 
to ask permission for the Joint Enrolling Committee to retire to look over 
the enrollment of Senate bill 85 and 65. 

Stanton: I move that the Senate take a recess of thirty minutes. Sec. 
onded. Carried. 

Senate resumed. President in the Chair. 

President: This is the time appointed for the Senate to take up the 
reports of the Joint Committee. 

Conrow: Your Committee beg leave to make report on S. B. 87, and 
we would Like to have more time to report on S. B.s 85 and 65. 

President: If there are no objections further time will be granted the 
Committee for consideration of S. Bs. 85 and 65. 

If there are no objections the Secretary may read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Enrollment on S. B. 87. 

Helena, Montana, March 6th, 1901. 

_ Mr. President: We, your Joint Committee on Enrolled Bills, to whom 
was referred Senate Bill No. 87, beg leave to report that we find the engross- 
ed bill and the enrolled bill differ in the following respects, to-wit: . 

First. In line four of the enrolled bill there is omitted the following. 
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which we find’ in the engrossed bill marked ‘‘as amended,” the figure ‘1’ 
is left out. : 

Second. We find in line 5. preceding the word ‘‘when,”’ the figure “2” is 
eliminated. 

Third. We find in line 8, preceding the word “when” the figure ‘3’ is 
eliminated. 

Fourth. We find in the first line of page 2 of the enrolled bill, the 
figure “4” is eliminated. . j 

Fifth. We find in line 3, page 2, of the enrolled bill, preceding the word 
“objections,” the figure ‘5’ is eliminated. 

Inasmuch as these figures were intended, apparently, to indicate sub- 
divisions of Section 180, we recommend that they be inserted in the enrolled 
bill. 3 

There was submitted to this Committee, the original bill introduced in the 
Senate with the history in the Hiouse and Senate endorsed thereon. At- 
tached thereto is another bill, typewritten, and in places amended in lead 
pencil. In addition to that and attached thereto, was still another docu- 
ment, headed ‘‘Senate Bill No. 87” and printed throughout. Written in 
pencil marks on the top of the printed bill just referred to, are the words 
“pill as amended,” enclosed in a pencil circle. Accompanying this was 
another typewritten document signed by Roger EK. Skelly, Chief Clerk of 
the House of Representatives of the Seventh Legislative Assembly, dated 
Helena, Montana, March 4th, 1901, purporting to be a full, true and correct . 
copy of the minutes of the House of Representatives of the Seventh Leg- 
islative Assembly of the State of Montana of the fifty first day of the said 
session, insofar as they relate to the report of the Judiciary Committee on 
Senate Bill No. 87. In that document we find under date of February 26th, 
1901, what purports to be a report to the Speaker of the House of Pepre- 
sentatives by the Committee on Judiciary of the House, signed by M. P. 
Gilchrist, Chairman. In that report, amendments are recommended to be 
made in Senate Bill No. 87, which we do not find in the engrossed bill or 
in any of the documents before us. We do not believe that from the doc- 
uments in the possession of this committee, a correct enrollment is possible. 
We therefore report the bill back with the statement that in the opinion 
of your committee, Senate Bill No. 87, has not been correctly enrolled. 

We desire to add for the information of the Senate, that by the doc- 
uments before your committee and by reference to the Journal of the 
House of Representatives we find: ‘That Senate Bill No. 87 was at no time 
amended by the House of the Seventh Legislative assembly so as to include 
the amendments recommended in the original report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, dated Kebruary 26, for the reason that when this report came into 
the Hlouse it was not adopted, but was recommitted to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee for the purpose of allowing the opponents of the dill to be heard by 
counsel with a view to making further amendments. After these arguments 
had been made to the Judiciary Committee, that Committee reported to the 
House in a double report consisting of a majority and minority report. 
The majority report was adopted but this majority report did not mention 
the amendments recommended in the original report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee (which bad never been adopted), except to say “We recommend that 
said bill be amended as stated in our report of the 26th., instant.’ 

Now, that report of the 26th instant does not exist, soe far as your com- 
mittee is able to learn, because it has never come out of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, never been adopted by the House and never spread upon the Journal 
of the House. The Majority report of February 28th. dces appear in the 
Journal of the House on page 399, and recommends all the amendments that 
appear in the printed bill, except the two amendments which ‘have gotten 
into the printed bill by reason of a supposition that the original Judiciary 
Committe report was adopted instead of being recommitted to the Judiciary 
Committee. 

The bill considered in committee of the whole by the House was the 
printed bill, as prepared by the printer and some friends of senate Dill 87, 
irrespective of what wa adopted by the House; and this is the bill that was 
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considered in conunittee of the whole instead of the ong nay bill. Neither 
was ever amended in committee of ‘the whole.

Myers: I move at this time that the chairman of the regular Hnrolling 
Committee of the Senate be instructed by the Senate, in the Senate, anid in 
open session, to forthwith ier tsk the enrolled copy of S. B. 87 and insert in 


it the subdiv isional figures 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, that have been omitted from _ 


the enrolled copy as reported. 

Kennedy: I second that motion. Carried. 

Kennedy: At this time I desire to ask the President to instruct the 
Secretary to make a certified copy of the motion by the gentleman from 
Ravalli, seconded by myself, certifying to the time and as to the motion 
itself being correct; the motion just made by the gentleman from Ravalli 
and seconded by myself. 

President: The Secretary will at once be directed to make a certified 
copy of same. 

Myers: I have a motion to offer in writing. As I wrote it hurriedly I 
will read it. “Mr. President: I move that the report of the special com. 
mittee of three upon the enrollment of Senate Bill No. 87, which has just 
been made to the senate, be by the senate not adopted but be rejected, 
and that is (is) the sense and decision of the senate that said Senate Bill No. 
S7 is correctly enrolled, as has been reported by the regular enrolling com- 
mittee of the Senate, and that said bill be and the same is considered by 
the senate correctly enrolled and that the president of the senate be and he 
is hereby directed by the Senate to forthwith officially sign the enrolled 
copy of said bill and immediately send it to the speaker of the house for his 
official signature thereto. Myers.” 

Kennedy: I desire to arise to a point of order; that I am entitled to 
my request fora certified copy of the motion by the gentleman from Raval}, 
seconded by myself. I desire to have it certified by the Secy. of this 
Senate. The Secy. informs me that he cannot get it while the gentlemnn are 
transacting business. 

President: The request will be complied with. 

The gentleman from Ravalli makes the following motion: (reads mo- 
tion). The Chair desires to inform the gentleman that there is no special 
joint enrolling committe in the Senate. 

Myers: If you object to the motion and will send the motion back I 
will endeavor to make it conform with your ideas of the matter. 

Kennedy: I would like to ask if this motion is made as a substitute 
motion. 

President: The motion has been presented to the Chair. But the Chair 
has not put it. 

Kennedy: I ask the Chair if any motion made by myelf and seconded by 
Mr. Conrow to adopt the report of the Joint Enrolling Committee— 

Myers: I make this as a substitute motion. 

President: As a substitute, the following motion has been made. ‘Mr. 
President: As a substitute motion to that before the Senate, I move thiat 
the report of the joint enrollment committee of three upon the enrollment 
of Senate Bill No. 87, which has been made to the Sena'te, be by the Senate 
not adopted but be rejected, and that fit is the sense and decision of the 
senate that said Senate Bill No. 87 is correctly enrolled, as has beem re- 
ported by the regular enrolling committee of the senate, and that said 
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bill be and the samie is considered’ by the senate correctly enrolled and 
that the president of the senate be and he is hereby requested by the 
senate to forthwith officially sign the enrolled copy of said bill and then 
immediately send it to the speaker of the house for his official signature. 
Myers.” 

_ President: Gentlemen, the question is upon the substitute motion. Are 
you ready for the question. Question. 

IKkennedy: It occurs to me that already one amendment to the enrolled 
bill was found to be necessary. And I hope that the motion to overlook 
other deficiences is this celebrated bill will not prevail. It occurs to me that 
there is a great necessity, in view of the extreme importance of this Senatte 
Bill 87—importance to two or three mining corporations in this State, not 
to the people at large,—but in order that their interests may not be jeopar- 
dized, and for fear that their attorneys on the floor of the House and 
the Senate may not fulfill all the duties for which they are paid, I earnestly 
hope their interests will be so safeguarded that no error will be found in 
this bill when it reaches the Governor. I want to see this report of ours 
adopted because we made it after a conscientious scrutiny of the docu- 
ments in our possession. Wie believed in going into the perusal of the en- 
grosed bill and the alleged amended bill and comparing it with the enrolled 
bill as handed to us; that there (where) we found discrepancy it was our duty 
under our oath of office to point it out to ithe members of this Senate. We 
have done so. I have heard no statement from the honorable gentleman an- 
xious to secure the passage of this.bill in this manner that we were in error in 
reference to the adoption of the amendments of the House of Representa- 
tives and in reference to the journal of the Hicuse of Representatives as 
compared with papers given to us; and I really think it is important, if 
this measure is to become a law, I think it ought to be properly passed, and 
for this reason I hope that the report of the Joint Com. on Enrolled Bills 
may be accepted at this time. I of course apprehend that a number of the 
gentlemen in this senate have made up their minds that‘this bill has got 
to be a law, whether or not, and they propose to see that it goes. Notice 
Was served upon the President of this Senate to that effect this morning. 
I say, let us be fair, and pur cais bill in the nands of the Governor in accor- 
dance with legislative procedure, in accordance with all the practices known 
by gentlemen known to be versed in statemanship. Let us put it in the hands 
of the Governor in a correct form, and not have his Excellency’s attention 
called to the very deficiences that we at this time ask this Senate to rectify. 

Myers: I simply wish to congratulate the Senator on his thoughtful- 
ness for the wellfare of the corporations, and compliment, as is the duty of 
every citizen of the State. I am glad to know he so zealously guards the 
welfare of corporations. As to his remarks about corporation attorneys, I 
cannot say much about that now. I am not one myself and do not aisso- 
ciate with them much. Hle seems to have the habit to a considerable extent 
As to the Governor vetoing the bill, 1 do not believe the Governor is super- 
ior to the Constitution of the State of Montania, which says: “Each House 
shall have the power to determine the rules of its proceedings.” And as to 
any effort to put this bill through, rule or no rule, I think the President 
has proved a very effectual blockade to any such spirit manifested. I aim 
glad to know from intimations received this morning that the President 
and myself have begun to read the rules alike, and I am proud to know 
there is one in the Senate who agrees with the President. Therefor,e I 
hope that my motion will prevail, and that atttention will be called to the 
slight clerical omission in the enrolled bill in open session in the presence 
of the Senate. 

President: The question is upon the adoption of substitute motion. Mr. 
Secretary call the roll. Adopted 17 to 6. 

President: Under a striet construction of the motion as it stands adiopt- 
ed by this Senate there will have to be eliminated from the (bill) the figures 
made by the Senate committee on enrollment, unless a further motion 
to insert them and adopt these figures is made at this time. 

Myers: Having already been inserted I move they be adopted by the 
Senate. Seconded. Carried. 
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President: The Chair desires to inform this Senate that he has Senaite 
Bill in his possession, and is ready to affix his signature thereto whien a 
little difficulty that has arisen between himself and the member rfom Mis- 
soula county is settled. They are having a little trouble over this bill in the 
Courts, and that must be settled before any disposition can be made of 
this bill by the President of this body. 

Conrow: Your Committee on enrolled bills would like to make further 
report. 

Kennedy: At this time I will ask unanimous consent to introduce a set 
of resolutions in reference to the death of Senator Courtney. 

WHEREAS, in the untimely death of Senator Thomas FI. Courtney, of 
Silver Bow, a member of the State Senate of the Seventh Legislative As- 
sembly. this (young) proud commonwealth has suffered a distinct loss and all 
Montana mourns, now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED by the members of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, of the State of Montana, that we express our heart-felt sorrow, and 
that we record our sincerest sympathy with the afflicted relatives of the 
departed Senator. 

No more generous-hearted man; no more public-spirited citizen; no more 
loyal friend; no more genial gentleman, have we ever known than Thomas 
I’. Courtney. His impulses were noble; his generosity was unbounded;his gen- 
jality proverbial; his contant purpose was to dispel the shadows of life 
and to cast sunshine into the hearts of all around him. 

Intelligent, progressive and companionable, Senator Courtney possesseil 
the esteem of all ‘his fellow-citizens. 

RESOLVED, further, that these Resolutions be spread upon the records 
of the Senate and Hiouse of Representatives, and that a copy of the same 
be forwarded to the faintly of Senator Courtney.
